SEVEN PERSONS ARRESTED 


CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY TO

An Iowa Insurance Company Is Run- 
ning Down the Band, and Officers 
Expect to Make More Impor- 
tant Arrests Soon.

MACON, Mo., Mey 6.—Six men and one 
Woman are charged with direct complicity 
in the recent series of fires in southern 
Macon County, with the object of swind- 
ling the insurance companies 

At least half a dozen others are under 
Buspicion and may be arrested if the evi- 
dence now being collected by the authori- 
tices is found to warrant it. The list its 
said to include some of the most promi- 
nent men in Macon County. 

There appears to be no doubt of the ex- 
istence of a’ conspiracy. The fires, which 
followed each other in quick succession, 
wore of the same general character and 
all showed evidences of ineendiarism. 

‘In adlition. confessions have been ob- 
tained from three members of the alleged 
gang. which corroborate each other In 
every detail. 

Joseph Heifner, agent 
Insurance Co., who has ‘taken an active 

rt in running down the gang, estimates 

hat their depredations have cost the in- 
surance companies $40,000.

MELBOURNE, May 6.—The Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall and York landed from 
the steamer Ophir at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. 

The Duke, who is the son of the King of 
England, and heir to the throne, comes to 
Melbourne to open Parliament in the name 
of the British sovereign. 

This is regarded as a great distinction 
conferred upon the people of Australia and 


an especial mark of reyal favor. ss 


The Duke and Duchess were received at 
the pier-head by Lord Hopetoun, governor 
general, and the state and federal ministers. 
After the ministers had been presented, the 
party passed down a quarter of a mile of 
carpeted pier and entered carriages sur- 
founded by a guard of honor composed of 
Victorian troops just retuhned from South 
Africa and proceeded a distance of seven 
miles through brilliantly decorated streets 
bordered with almost continuous lines of 
stands filled to their utmost capacity. 

The entire route was lined with demon- 
strative crowds and the decorations, arches, 
venetian masts and columns along the'‘line 
of march were very effective. 

Opposite the town hall the procession 
passed beneath the Queen’s Arch, canopied 
with the royal colors and sheltering a gold- 
en statue of Qneen Victoria. Twelve thou- 
sand troops were in line. There are 80,000 
visitors at Melbourne. The drive termi- 
nated at Government House.

NEW YORK, May 6.—The market opened 
in a state of wild excitement and with 
blocks of from 1000 to 25,000 shares taken 
on @ rapidly-rising scale in a large number 
of the principal stocks. The grangers, Pa- 
cifics, Trunk lines and Southwesterns were 
all notably affected, and there were strik- 
ing gains in the southern group and 
amongst the leading industrials. The rise 
was foreshadowed in the London market, 
where St. Pau! had been advanced 4%, 
Union Pacific 2% and other prominent 
American stocks from 1 to 2 points. Open 
sales here of Atchison were of 15,000 shares 
at 85@87, compared with 82% on Saturday. 
Northern Pacific opened up 4 points on the 
Sale of 500 shares and extended its gain 


to 6% on the next purchase of 1500 shares, 
continuing afterward to advance. Union 
Pacific sold at 125@127, compared with 122% 
on Saturday on the transfer of 10,000 shares.

“I have decided to accept the position 
and will take charge at once. I am deep- 
ly sensible of the honor which has been 
conferred upon me, and will give the Fair 
the best I have. 

“It will be necessary to begin at the 
bottom with the work of organization and 
there is no time to be lost.”’ 

Mr. Stevens said he had not yet decided 
where his headquarters would be, but a 
location will be chosen at once. He called 
upon James Cox, the temporary secretary, 
sfonday. and secured an idea of the amount 
of correspondence, plans and applications 
he would have to assume charge of, after 
which he requested Mr. Cox to hold this 
matter until it should be sent for. 

Mr. Cox said it would require a week or 
more to transfer the records of the office. 
William H. Thompeon, treasurer of ihe 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co., said 
the salary of the secretary had not yet 
been fixed. 

Mr. Thompson also stated that the pro- 
ceedings of the committee on organization, 
which is holding meetings daily, would not 
be made public until the next spooting: of 
the board of directors, Wednesday after 
noon, when a reper’ will be submitted.

TWO OF THEM SUCCEEDED 


THREE OTHERS WERE RESCUED | 
AND ARE GLAD. 


Nature Was Fair and the World Was 
Bright, but Mrs. Kate Higgins 
and Mary Kerseck Killed 
Themselves. 


Five St. Louis women sat in judgment on 
life Sunday and found it not worth living, 
though the world was fair and nature was 
bright to look upon. All drank poison. 

Two are dead. 

Three aré living and are glad they are 
not dead, 

Maggie Head was the first of the poison 
patients received at the City Hospital. She 
boarded a Laclede avenue car Sunday 
morning at Twenty-second and Market 
streets and rcde to the end of the line. 
While the car was waiting at Forest Park 
Station for the return trip, Conductor Sim- 
mons noticed that Bhe was in a comatose 
condition. After attempting vainly to arouse 
her, he summoned Patrolman Davis of the 
Mounted District, who took her to the 
Forest Park Sub-Station. Dr. R. H. Flader 
of 1410 Old Manchester road was calied 
and applied the stomach siphon. She was 
then sent to the City Hospital, where she 
was entered as “unknown,” nothing having 
been found on her person to reveal her 
identity. 

The siphon was again appited and the 
atient regained . consciousness. he _re- 
used to tell her name ‘ust Dr. art I. 
Amyx recognized her as a woman whom he 
had treated at the "hospital a month be 
fore.

She said she be- 
came despondent because a young man, 
with whom she was in love, had declined to 
have anything more to do with her. 

According to her story. she met a friend 
that accompanied her to the Dispensary 
shortly after she had taken the drug and 
told her what she had done.

MORE WELLS GOING DOWN IN 
THE DISTRICT. 


Everybody Busy Buying Oil Lands and 
Getting on the Inside of Good 
Deals in the New Texas 
Industry. 


Special tq the Post-Dispatch. 

BEAUMONT, May 6.—If there has been 
any abatement of interest in the oil situa- 
tion here it is not apparent on the surface. 
There is certainly no diminution in the size 
of the crowds that every railroad train is 
pouring into the city; excitement around 
the oil centers continues just as tense and 
bargains in oil lands are as eagerly snapped 
up as at any time since the first gusher 
began to spout up its hidden wealth. 

Each day shows an increase over the for- 


mer in the number of deeds, leases and op- 
tions filed for record in the county clerk’s 
office, while another strong indication that 
the boom is not subsiding is the fact that 
each day shows a heavier receipt of mail 
matter at the local office and heavier maliis 
being dispatched. 

It is quite probable that exgitement has 
given way, in a measure, to more conserv- 
ative business methods, but there are many 
who do not believe the boom has yet 
reached the limit. There have been no 
very recent developments in the fields al- 
ready being explored and no new territory 
opened up, but owners are getting nearer 
and nearer every day to the oil in a large 
number of wells and the closer they get the 
grater becomes the interest manifested, in 
the meanwhile the town is kept busy try- 
ing to take care of the crowds that come 
here to see things and get into good deals. 


Only One Well 
Failed to Produce. 

There are now ten producing wells and 
fully a hundred more drilling in this coun- 
ty. Of all the wells that have reached the 
supposed depth of oil only one has failed 


to produce, and this was not because the 
well was dry, but because it was improperly 
explored as is evidenced by the. fact that 
the owner is going to drill within a few 
feet of where the first work was done. 

Messrs. Guffey and Galey are making 
good progress putting in storage tanks, 
pumps and pipe lines to their storage sta- 
tions 14 miles below the oil field. This 
firm is also running a pipe line from the 
storage station to Port Arthur, eight miles 
distant, where the product will be loaded 
on vessels for shipment. The Heywood Oll 
Co. is making preparations to put In ex- 
tensive equipment in the way of tank cars, 
pump and storage tanks for marketing their 
oil 


Well owners are considerably retarded in 
their operations by the scarcity of expert 
drillers. So great is the demand for this 
class of labor that the pfice for drilling has 


advanced to $8 per foot. 

Up to date there are ten companies listed 
on the Beaumont Ol] Stock Exchange. 
These are the Beaumont Petroleum and 
Gas Co., the Higgins Oll and Fuel Co., the 
Keith-Ward Co., the Glover-Anderson Co., 
Heywood Oil Co., Manhattan Oil Co., Beau- 
mont Oil Co., Acme Otl and Fuel Co., Tex- 
as and New Orleans Oil Co. and Seaboard 
OU Co. Thus .far trading in stocks has 
been rather inactive. Everybody seems to 
be busy acquiring oil lands and getting on 
the inside of good deals and members are 
taking very little interest in ‘the workings 
of the exchange. 

A great deal of interest centers in the 
new oll wells at Sulphur, La., 4 miles east 
of Beaumont, and this interest is intensi- 
fled by the fact that the Standard Oil Co. 
controls thousands of acres of contiguous 
territory. The wells are on the c rty ot

“The oyster season came to an end in 
St. Louis this week and I am glad of it,’ 
said the restaurateur as he sat down to 
make up his sales record. “We St. Louis 
dealers went through the season with small 
profits—indeed, many of ‘us barely paid the 
expenses incurred in handling and serving 
the juicy bivavie. In inland cities of the 
country, the oyster is losing its popularity 
as-a food, and this is particularly true in 
St. Louis. I account for this condition by 
the fact that oyster eaters are travelers 
and, sometime, in their ramblings, visit 
coast cities. After they eat oysters there, 
their fondness for the inland brand be- 
comes conspicuous by its absence. The sea- 
coast cooks know more about the prepar- 
ation of oysters for the table than inland 
range monarchs. They make this work a 
specialty and understand the art of preserv- 
ing all the good qualities of the oyster 
while they put it through the table process. 
The inland cooks cannot acquire this art 
so proficiently because they do not have 
the experience and it comes principally by 
experience. Besides, the sea-coast cook has 
the oyster as Nature intended it to be eaten, 
to work on. It is taken fresh from the sea 
and is served fresh. It thus retains all its 
good qualities when it ts served. Dealers 
can assert as loudly as they please that the 
freshness of the oyster can be preserved by 
artificial means and that it has all the qual- 
ities when served in St. Louis that it has 
in Baltimore or any othér ceast city where 
it is landed from the dredging boats, but 
this cannot be true. After the oyster has 
been out of the water a few hours, it loses 
some of its charm, no matter what means 
are taken to preserve it. I do not say that 
the loss is great, but it is sufficient for the 


“The real reason is the longin 
back at the old home place. it is be 
that 75 per cent of the suicides and at- 
tempts in St. Louis are men and women 
who have come here from the country to 
take up the struggle for existence.

oison or with wounds on their bodies, self- 
nflicted. 1 get into their confidences and, 
beneath the reasons they give the public, 
I trace the real reasons. am convinced 
that over one-half of the number thus 
afflicted suffer from the despondency 
brought about by their love of home. Of 
course, some persons are driven insane 
by the heat and attempt their lives while 
in that condition, but the percentage of 
persons goaded to the deed by this cause is 
small compared with that of those who 
seek the end because they wish to return 
to their childhood scenes and cannct.
